“This is to notify you that the 
Westinghouse Electric Corp., has 
been directed to deny you access 
to classified material and restrict- , 
ed areas pertaining to naval work. 
You have your rights and you may 
make an appeal to the industrial 
employment review board, pro- 
vost marshal general department 
of the army, Washington, D. C.” 

In Washington, the navy said its 
action was based on federal bu- 
reau of investigation security 
checks. From these checks, the 
navy said it had reason to believe 
the two men were members of an 
organization listed as subversive 
by Attorney General Tom Clark.

RODE TO RESCUE OF HOT CONVENTION 


By HAL BOYLE 

PHILADELPHIA # — Dear 
Alben did it. 

No dark horse but an old and 
honored wheelhorse of the New 
Deal—Sen. Alben William Bark- 
ley—rode to the rescue of the 
torpid Democratic national con- 
vention. 

In 68 stirring minutes of old- 
fashioned sledge hammer ora- 
tory last night he welded the 
quarreling delegates together in 
a tremendous outburst of party 
enthusiasm. 

They gave him a 28-minute 
ovation. It was the first time the 
Democrats had found anything 
they could agree to cheer—or be 
cheerful about. 

It was an antique bugle Bark- 
ley blew and an old but popular 
tune—the call to battle. It is the 
call that through the ages has 
made men bury their differences 
and fall in line. 

He sang his summons to po- 
litical war like a skilled minstrel 
who knows his tale well. This 
was the third time he had sound- 
ed the keynote battie cry at a 
national conventior. 

He spoke from g rostrum bes 
hind which towered the portrait 
of Franklin Delano Rogsevelt— 
the man he had served so-long 
and who once helped name him 
as his captain in a letter begins 
ning “Dear Alben.” 

Like any veteran commander 
who knows that no army wins 
by internal weakness, he stressed 
Democratic claims of achieve- 
ment. 





His powerful, old-time elo- 
quence hit at the Republican en- 
emy time after*time, but he 
never mentioned together the 
two key words that have spiit 
this convention like a raw, red 
wound—civil rights. 

But he touched upon the issue 
in interpreting Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s statement in the Declara- 
tion of Independence that among 
the self-evident truths of man- 
kind is the proposition that all 
men are created equal. 

And the old man from Kens 
tucky went down the line for 
President Truman, just as he 
had for President Roosevelt, even 
after he broke with him. 

“In declaring these truths to 
be~aelf-evident,” said Barkley, 
“Jefferson meant that they were 
not subject to dispute, not to 
be submitted to a jury or a po- 
litical convention, not to be sub- 


ject to compromise or evasion or 


subtraction.” 

He continued with the most 
marked emphasis he gave to any 
sentence in his long speech: 

“What he (Jefferson) de- 
clared was that all men are 
equal; and the equality which he 
proclaimed was equality in the 
right to enjoy the blessings of 

free government in which they 
may participate, and to which 
they have given their consent.” 

Only a scattering of applause 
greeted him here. 

But when he finished with a 
prayer, the convention erupted 
in planned and unplanned trib- 
ute.

Upland 
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Sen: Barkley Delivers Traditional 
Keynote Speech of Scorching Opposition 


Sen. Alben W. Barkley, who informed sources say has 
the “inside track” on the vice-presidential nomination on the 
Demgératic ticket, made a traditional keynote address last 
night: in Philadelphia. He attacked the Republicans, prais- 
ed the Democrats and brought the convention to a frenzy 
of cheering. 

Following the vein set by President Truman on his 
recent western tour, Sen. Barkley repeatedly tore into the 
80th Congress and sought to place the blame for ail of the 
ills ofthe nation upon the Republican majority. He even 
referred, rather reluctantly he said, to the record of Repub- 
licans prior to the war, pointing out that it was the Demo- 
crats who voted to prepare the nation against the coming 
“emergency.” After taking the GOP to task for iis repeated 
references to Abraham Lincoln, Sen. Barkley then proceeded 
at Jength to quote from Thomas Jefferson and attempted to 
show how the present Democratic party is adhering to his 
principles. 

Some evidence of the campaign ahead was also seen 
in the reference by Mr, Barkley to the last Republican ad- 
ministration and the depression. It was obvious that the 
Bourbdns will concentrate on convincing the American peo- 
ple that the Republican party was responsible for last econ- 
omic debacle and that its return to power would only bring 
another depression. Also, the build-up of the Democratic 
party as the “people’s party” was further enhanced by Sen. 
Barkléy's address. In his reference to Lincoln and how the 
Repub icans had grown away from the Great Emanci- 
pator’s ideals and principles, he declared that the GOP was 
now a party “of the best people, for the best people and 
by the best people.” 

There is, no doubt, that Sen. Barkley .did much to inject 
enthusiasm into a convention that is lacking the exuberant 
optimism so evident in Philadelphia three weeks ago. The 
cheering that followed Mr. Barkley’s address far superseded 
that of Mr. Green's keynote address before the Republican 
convention. But it is not certain whether the cheering last 
night, was the demonstration of enthusiastic spirit for the 
coming election or a demonstration staged for the Kentucky 
senator's bid for the vice-presidential nomination. But re- 
gardless of the cause, the cheering was there and whether 
it was like a man whistling in the dark to give him courage 
or not remains to be seen. 

Mr. Barkley’s delivery was of the antiquated variety. 
His voice trembled and shook wijh every passing phrase. 
And where he lacked facts he made up for it with emotional 
fervor.. There was the usual air of ‘crisis’ in Mr. Barkley’s 
address and of the impending doom ahead for the American 
people if the Democratic party isn’t returned to power come 
November. And to conclude, he offered a prayer in the 
most somber tones. 


It was, however, a good keynote speech in that the Re- 
publicans were lambasted and the Democrats praised. That 
is traditional for any keynoter. He isn't supposed to present 
any real facts. He merely attacks and cajoles and tries to 
whip the convention into some sort of frenzy. In that Mr. 
Barkley apparently succeeded. But he was weakest when 
he attempted to put the entire blame of the past depression 
on the Republicans. That's pretty old stuff now and not 
very many intelligent people still believe that Herbert Hoover 
single-handedly created the economic chaos that swept the 
world in 1929. But it was worth the effort as was the at- 
tempt to sell the Democratic party as the seat of liberalism 
and-4lre Republicans as the epitome of reaction. The refer- 
ence also by Mr. Barkley to defense preparation prior to 
the last war and how the Republicans failed to vote for 
what-he called “defensive” measures was also somewhat 
ill-advised and rot exactly in keeping with the real facts. 
Mr. Barkley may be interested to know that at the time 
that Lend-Lease was being discussed and the repealing of 
the Neutrality Act was being considered, nearly 80 per cent 
of the'American people were definitely in favor of this gov- 
ernmermt taking every step possible to keep the United States 
out of war. The reluctance of Republicans to arm merchant 
ships. for example, was in a large measure the same reluc- 
tance expressed in many American homes, rich an? poor 
alike. 

Barkley and the rest of the Democratic majority in 
Congress at that time definitely assured the people that 
Lend-Lease and repeal of the Neutrality Act would keep 
the United States out of the war, Time and history proved 
how wrong they were, too. 

One other point should be made. The repeated refer- 
ences bf Democratic leaders to the Republicans as the party 
of depression has as much logic as accusing the Democrats 
of being a party of war. For the last two wars in which 
we have participated have both occurred when the Bour- 
bons were in full control of both houses and the executive 
branch of the government. Both are illogical conclusions to 
reach.but if we are to assume that Republicans like de- 
pressidns, then we must also believe that the Democrats 
are passionately devoted to the waging of war. 

The greatest moment of Sen. Barkley’s speech was 
reached when he praised Republicans like Sen. Vandenberg 
for thejr support of America’s foreign policy. It is quite un- 
usual at a national party convention for a keynoter to 
say anything complimentary about any member of the op- 
position party. 

Sen. Barkley’s keynote speech was undoubtedly the 
kind that all Democrats liked. But it charted no new course 
other than that the Republican majority in Congress will 
be blgmed for all our post-war troubles. The nominee ap- 
parent, Harry Truman, had already given expression to that 
several! months ago. But in @ convention that has little 
hope of electing its standard bearers, it was a vital and 
fighting speech, It awakened the dying hopes of the listless 
delegates.
